12 routes on the block as CTA plans to ease crowding with additions elsewhere

The CTA on Wednesday unveiled its pro- 
posal to cut or change 26 bus routes with 
low ridership while adding more bus and rail 
service to ease some of the system’s most 
crowded spots. 

The proposal, which the CTA said will 
not cost the agency any money, is the first 
major service overhaul in 15 years. The CTA 
board will vote on the plan at its Sept. 12 
board meeting, and service changes would 
go into effect Dec. 16. 

The changes come on the heels of 16 
months of consecutive growth in ridership 
on the CTA—leading to some cramped bus- 
es and trains, particularly during rush hour. 

“It’s been 15 years since the CTA has taken 
this type of comprehensive, holistic look at 
service,” CTA spokesman Brian Steele said. 
“Our sense is that this growth will continue.” 

On the rail side, 17 rail trips will be added to 
six lines during weekday rush hour. These ad- 
ditional trains mostly will be on the Blue, Red 
and Brown lines, which will also see weekend 
service boosts. The Yellow and Pink lines will

not see any additional service. 

On the bus side, high ridership routes 
such as the No. 79-79th Street, No. 49-West- 
ern, No. 50-Damen, No. 66-Chicago, No. 
36-Broadway and No. 3-King Drive buses 
will see additional service. 

But some routes also face entire or partial 
elimination. The CTA said Pace or rail ser- 
vice will cover some of the cuts. 

The CTA has proposed splitting the 
No. u1-Lincoln bus, which travels between 
Skokie and the Clinton Blue Line station 
near Union Station, into two routes. The 
No. 11 bus would service the area north of 
the Western Brown Line station while a new 
No. 37-Sedgwick would service south the 
area of the Fullerton station. 

The portion of Lincoln Avenue between 


the Western and Fullerton stops would be 
without bus service. 

The CTA said the Brown Line can cover 
this area. In that scenario, riders south of 
the Paulina stop on Lincoln Avenue would 
need to walk a few blocks to get to the 
Brown Line. 

Also, the No. 144-Marine/Michigan Ex- 
press and the No. 145-Wilson/Michigan 
Express, which both connect Michigan Av- 
enue to the North Side along the lakefront, 
would be eliminated. The CTA said it plans 
to add service to the No. 146-Inner Drive/ 
Michigan Express and No. 148-Clarendon 
Michigan Express. 

The CTA also would ask for more money 
from businesses that help subsidize routes 
in order to prevent the routes from being 
eliminated. This includes four University 
of Chicago routes, the No. 132-Goose Is- 
land Express, which travels between the 
Metra Clybourn station and downtown, 
and the No. 33-Mag Mile Express, which 
runs between the Western/Grand Metra 
and the Clybourn Metra.

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Chicago bike messengers 


say the job isn’t all Hollywood 
hype—but it ain’t easy either

Charlie Rifenburg knows how it feels to be 
chased on a bike during a delivery. 

The 33-year-old courier from Bridgeport 
wasn't trying to escape some evil conspiracy 
like Joseph Gordon-Levitt does in the up- 
coming big-budget flick “Premium Rush;” 
he was evading a ticked-off downtown driver. 
But Rifenburg and other two-wheeled war- 
riors of the road surely could get themselves 
out of the kinds of jams depicted in the mov- 
ie, which opens Friday. 

“I think most messengers would be able to 
get out of the way, get out of danger,” he said. 
After all, making more than a dozen deliver- 
ies a day gives him the advantage of knowing 
every shortcut, alleyway and one-way street 
in downtown Chicago. There are no police 
chases, gunslingers or under-the-table cash 
exchanges to speak of—all of which are fea- 
tured in previews for the flick—but for the 
estimated 150 or so active couriers in the city, 
the job does get interesting. And even though 
the Internet has cut down on the need for 
a quick, in-person delivery, Chicago’s mes- 
sengers still find themselves navigating busy 
traffic, dodging lost tourists and using their 
expert knowledge of the city’s streets to make 
on-time deliveries. 

“There is romanticism, or an ideal of ro- 
manticism, of being a bike messenger down- 
town all day,” said Justin Congleton, 32, of 
Bucktown, who has been a messenger for 10 
years. 

A typical day can bring any number and va- 
riety of jobs, Congleton said. In some cases, 
it’s a day’s worth of standard pick-ups and 
drop-offs of blueprints and legal documents. 
Taking a delivery from “the can” to “the daily 
dump” might not mean much to the layman, 
but Congleton knows he'll be picking up 
from the Aon building and going to Richard J. 
Daley Center. Lingo that only couriers under- 
stand is part of the job. 

“We have colorful names made up for some 
of the companies that probably shouldn't go 
in the paper,” he said. 

It’s not always envelopes and shipping box- 
es toted around town, he said. Modern mes- 
sengers commonly find themselves returning 
phones left at restaurants or picking up golf 


clubs forgotten in cabs, luxury services that 
many high-profile companies are willing to 
pay for. Other times, the deliveries get plain 
strange. When Congleton first started, he 
would transport tissue samples from Stroger 
Hospital. 

“We used to joke and call that a lunch run,” 
he said. 

For Rifenburg, there is a sense of commu- 
nity associated with the job, a bond evident 
when a fellow courier gets injured and every-

one rallies in support. It’s the love of hustle 
for a good day’s pay and outdoor work— good 
weather and bad— that makes a desk job near- 
ly impossible. 

“Basically all you need is a messenger bag, 
a way to contact work, a bike and a lock,” he 
said. A good day’s work is about 30 deliveries. 
Lately, because of the season and the gen- 
eral decline in business with electronic docu- 
ments, it’s more like 15 to 17 per day. The US. 
Bureau of Labor estimates that, nationwide,

the median pay for the job is $11.58 per hour, 
or about $24,080 per year. 

Congleton, who has been a messenger 
about four years longer than Rifenburg, said 
he feels some of the messenger subculture 
has faded in recent years. With the popular 
ity of cycling in the city on the upswing, he 
said messengers aren’t revered for their skill 
of weaving in and out of traffic and speeding 
across the city as they once were. He also said 
that younger messengers no longer have to

“prove themselves” as they once did to the rest 
of the courier community. Once, only the truly 
passionate riders took up the job. Now, younger 
messengers pick it up just to say they’ve done it. 
It’s the sense of competition that keeps Chris- 
tina Peck, 25, of Humboldt Park, coming back to 
jobs that require two wheels. Before her current 
job at ZipCar—where she rides her bike to cars 
throughout the city to bring them in for mainte- 
nance—she was a courier for two years. Making 
deliveries was a job, but competing in official and

non-sanctioned races keeps her going. She be- 
came the first woman to rank first overall in the 
National Cycle Messenger Championships in 
2009. Despite being in a male-dominated field, 
she’s never felt like she’s had something to prove. 

“T still think it takes a certain type of person to 
want to do this job,” she said. “I’m a pretty com- 
petitive person. Maybe it’s just a certain type of 
girl that wants to do a job that’s more physically 
taxing and there’s mostly males.” 

Despite the shifting industry and daily grind,

Rifenburg said he is happy Hollywood is giving 
his livelihood the big-screen treatment, even if 
he feels he and fellow messengers will poke holes 
in the inaccuracies. His experience on the streets 
has him guessing that Gordon-Levitt wouldn't 
last long as a Chicago courier. 

“He gets hit at least three times in the preview 
alone. He wouldn't be a very good messenger if 
he got hit three times in one day,” he said. “He’d 
have to reconsider his strategy.”

Nico Deportago-Cabrera 
has it all. 

The 28-year-old bike mes- 
senger from Bucktown has 
consistently placed in the Top 
20 in both national and inter- 
national championships for 
bike messengers since 2009. 
Although this year he sat out 
the Cycle Messenger World 
Championships, which were 
held in Chicago from Aug. 
2-5, he said the winner of that 
event should consider himself 
the best in the world. 

Last year, Deportago- 
Cabrera placed seventh in the 
competition, which was held 
in Warsaw, Poland. 


“It's under- 
Stood that 
these cham- 
pionships are 
not easy to 
win. They're 
designed ina 
way where it 
takes a strong 
courier to 
race,’ he said. 


Deportago-Cabrera, who 
designed this year’s race 
in the south parking lot of 
Soldier Field, said cyclists 
from around the world navi- 
gate a mock streetscape and 
make deliveries just as they 
would on the job. 

In all, 14 men and two wom- 
en from Chicago took spots 
in the top 100 this year, out 
of a field of about 375 overall. 
Chicago messenger Mike 
Morell placed highest, coming 
in 17th. 

“It’s a big deal,” Deportago- 
Cabrera said. “To a lot of us, 
it’s a validation of how hard 
we work every day.”

Surge in reports 
of West Nile virus 


ATLANTA The recent West Nile virus outbreak is the 

largest ever seen in the US., according to new num- 

bers from the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention. 

The number of cases so far this year is the highest record- 

ed through August since the disease was first detected in the 

US. in 1999. As of Tuesday, 38 states had reported human 
infections. 

The cases reported to the CDC as of Tuesday total 1,118, 
including 41 deaths. 

That number rose to 42 on Wednesday when a death was 
reported in Arkansas. 

“The peak of West Nile virus epidemics usually occurs in 
mid-August, but it takes a couple of weeks for people to get 
sick, go to the doctor and get reported,” said Dr. Lyle Pe- 
tersen, the director of the CDC’s Vector-Borne Infectious 
Disease Division. “Thus we expect many more cases to oc- 
cur.” 

Petersen said the reason for the high number of cases this 
year is unclear, but that unusually warm weather could have 
fostered favorable conditions for the disease’s transfer to 
humans. 

About 75 percent of the cases are in Texas, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, South Dakota and Oklahoma. Texas has been 
at the epicenter of the outbreak, with 586 confirmed cases 
and 21 deaths, according to the Texas Department of State 
Health Services.

Promoting his new film ‘Cosmopolis, Pattinson 
has labored to steer clear of his high-profile breakup

Jon Stewart tried to bait him with Ben & Jerry’s Karamel Sutra. “Good Morning 
America” host George Stephanopoulos offered him Cinnamon Toast Crunch. But 
maybe french fries would have been a better ploy to get Robert Pattinson to spill 
some juicy personal details about his breakup with “Twilight” co-star Kristen Stew- 
art. 

“Media culture is a monstrous thing,” Pattinson lamented last week, jamming fries 
into his mouth between puffs on his electronic cigarette. “You can’t win. The annoy- 
ing thing is that you can’t attack them, but you can’t defend yourself. The best thing 
you could possibly do is punch a paparazzi and give them their big payday.” 


The 26-year-old actor has run a gauntlet of 
publicity recently that was nominally about 
promoting his new film, “Cosmopolis,” which 
opens in Chicago on Friday. But the promo- 
tional blitz, which also included a New York 
premiere and other stops, seemed to be as 
much about proving his emotional resilience 
following the tabloid bonanza that exploded 
after photos surfaced of Stewart, 22, in com- 
promising positions with 41-year-old Rupert 
Sanders, who directed her in “Snow White 
and the Huntsman.” 

Sitting alongside Pattinson for moral sup- 
port at the Mandarin Oriental hotel on Co- 
lumbus Circle was “Cosmopolis” director 
David Cronenberg. The Canadian filmmaker, 
whose challenging art house films almost nev- 
er garner such wide attention, was there as a

sort of buffer but also appeared to be quietly 
amused by the media circus. The actor’s man- 
ager would not allow Pattinson to sit alone 
for this interview, and even suggested that 
reporters not ask him about his personal life, 
or “Twilight.” 

But “Twilight,” of course, is how Pattin- 
son has become perhaps the most widely 
recognized young actor of his generation. 
In the movie franchise, based on Stephenie 
Meyer’s best-selling young adult novels, he 
plays a brooding vampire who falls in love 
with a human girl (Stewart). The film series 
has grossed more than $2.5 billion worldwide 
since launching in 2008 and will conclude in 
November with a fifth installment, “Break- 
ing Dawn—Part 2.” Pattinson’s off-screen ro- 
mance with Stewart only stoked the popular- 
ity of the vampire movies. 

When the Stewart-Sanders affair burst 
onto the cover of Us Weekly in July, it at first 
seemed like there was little upside for Pattin- 
son. But Stewart’s public apology generated 
not only sympathy for the man wronged but 
also a fresh wave of interest for “Cosmopo- 
lis,” which had premiered to mixed response 
at the Cannes Film Festival in May. 

In “Cosmopolis,” Pattinson plays a young 
billionaire on the verge of financial ruin who 
self-destructs over the course of one day, and 
he has earned some of the best reviews of his 
career for his performance as the detached 
whiz kid. 

Cronenberg, who adapted “Cosmopo- 
lis” from Don DeLillo’s book of the same 
name, said he felt Pattinson was right for 
the part largely because of his good-looking 
face, which appears in nearly every frame of 
the movie. Before casting him, the director 
watched all of the films the London native 
has appeared in, and viewed a number of in- 
terviews with Pattinson on YouTube to get a 
better sense of his personality. 

“The strength of the “Twilight? movies is 
not the acting,” Cronenberg said. “But it’s 
not understood that doing “Twilight’ requires 
presence and professionalism. Are you saying 
this is an Academy Award performance, or 
Alec Guinness? That’s a whole other discus- 
sion. But you throw somebody on a grueling 


set like that—a normal person would be dead 
in an hour.” 

Warming to his own defense, Pattinson in- 
terjected: “With this movie people keep say- 
ing, ‘Is this gonna be the movie where he can 
prove he can act?’ It’s like, “What do you think 
I have been doing?’ ” 

“By the way,” Cronenberg added, “he’s a 
British guy doing an American accent. People 
don’t realize that there are a lot of very good 
actors who cannot do accents, and they don’t 
give Rob credit for that.” 

“Oh, give me anything!” Pattinson said 
with a laugh.

Still, it’s clear Pattinson sometimes ques- 
tions his acting ability. Before production 
began on “Cosmopolis,” he said he was so 
unsure of his ability to pull off the role that 
he sat “trembling, absolutely terrified” during 
the first screen test. 

The nerves are somewhat surprising, con- 
sidering Pattinson’s part in “Cosmopolis” 
doesn’t seem all that distant from his own life. 
Like his character in the film—who remains 


isolated in a limousine for hours as he slowly 
traverses Manhattan to get a haircut— Pattin- 
son said that since “Twilight” opened, he has 
“had four years of gradually being put more 
and more into smaller and smaller boxes, and 
you have a desire to break out.” He’s also a 
part of the 1 percent—according to Forbes, 
he earned $12.5 million for the last two “Twi- 
light” pictures—a number he says is “com- 
pletely not true.” 

“Weirdly, I went to the bar the other day 
and there were a bunch of people protesting 
some 1 percent thing,” he recalled. “I drive 
this kind of [bleep]-looking truck some- 
times because I started surfing—it’s this 
2001 Silverado I bought off of Craigslist for, 
like, $2,000 or something. So I was hiding 
in the back of the truck when I saw the pro- 
test, thinking, ‘I don’t want to get involved in 
this.’” 

The demonstrators, Pattinson said, didn’t 
recognize him and a friend. “When the pro- 
testers saw us, they were like, “‘We’re not even 
shouting at you. You’re driving this piece of... 
you're not part of the 1 percent.’” 

Pattinson insists he’s terrible with his fi- 
nances: “The only thing I’m good at with 
money is blowing it. I don’t even understand 
{what I spend it on]. I have the exact same 
lifestyle as when I was 15.” 

“Look at the way he dresses,” Cronenberg 
said, alluding to Pattinson’s informal, almost 
frat-boy getup of a polo shirt, jeans and back 
ward cap. 

The actor said he feels a pressure to ap- 
pear “unbearably conservative” because he 
senses his every move is being scrutinized. 
He says he’d like for bankers to be hunted by 
paparazzi and TMZ instead but knows that’s 
unrealistic. 

“The tabloid industry does terrible, ter- 
rible things for the world. It makes people 
stupid,” he said, his cheeks flushing. “People 
say [tabloids] are about escapism, and people 
have got to get away from the misery of the 
world. It’s like, ‘No, people are lazy, and they 
don’t want to try’ ... Every time I’ve looked at 
a magazine like that, I’ve regretted it. I gain 
absolutely nothing from it. And neither does 
anyone else.”

=, Tip ‘T.1 Harris stars on ‘Boss’ 


T.I. takes big step 
onto small screen

Tip “TI.” Harris has spent considerable time 
in recording studios and a prison cell. He’s 
now occupying an entirely different kind of 
box: your TV set. The Grammy-winning rap- 
per is building an acting career by appearing 
alongside Kelsey Grammer on “Boss,” the 
Starz drama that kicked off its second season 
Friday. 

For those who already have seen TI. in 
movies like “American Gangster” and “Tak- 
ers,” it’s no surprise that Harris, playing a 
former gangbanger trying to take new turf in 
City Hall politics, is good. 

Very good. 

He’s just the latest performer to successful- 
ly make the transition from hip-hop artist to 
credible actor, joining the likes of Will Smith, 
Ice Cube and Queen Latifah, all of whom 
have all turned their abilities to master more 
than one craft into cottage industries. 

“Acting just seems like the natural progres- 
sion, because when you do it right, the payoff 
is so huge,” said T.1., sipping water this month 
in a restaurant booth at a Beverly Hills hotel. 
“It’s like basketball. If you play, the next thing 
you aim for is your own tennis shoe.” 

T.L. first got a chance to show off his acting 
chops in 2006's “ATL,” a coming-of-age story 
set in his home state of Georgia. Will Smith, 
a producer on the film, told the studio he’d 
walk away from the project if they didn’t take 
a chance on the up-and-coming musician. 

Smith gave Harris some valuable advice. 

“He told me to keep in mind what I have to 
offer, and that is authenticity,” Harris said. “I 


can bring certain characters to life the way no 
one else can because of my life experiences.” 

Those experiences include stints as a drug 
dealer and a federal prisoner (on a weapons 
charge), baggage that can scare away film 
producers. Harris, who is not used to hearing 
people say “no,” said he understands that not 
getting certain roles is all a part of business. 

He also knows that his presence in a film 
can move tickets. “Takers,” the 2or0 thriller 
that he co-produced for roughly $20 million, 
went on to gross $57 million. 

“Sometimes I’m right for a role and people 
don’t see it. They have to learn the hard way,” 
he said. “Their box office will bear witness to 
what it could have done if they had consid- 
ered me more.” 

Harris’ confidence has served him well in 
front of the camera, but ego isn’t enough to 
get the job done. 

Common, one of hip-hop’s most respected 
figures, said it’s a mistake to assume that a rap- 
per automatically can make the leap into act- 
ing. He has built his screen career slowly, first 
making guest appearances on sitcoms and 
lending his voice to video games. 

Ten years later, he’s starring on AMC’s 
“Hell on Wheels” and has a memorable ap- 
pearance in the new film “The Odd Life of 
Timothy Green.” 

“Acting is a different medium of expres- 
sion,” Common said at a poolside party cel- 
ebrating his drama’s second season. “As a rap 
artist, your thoughts are the seed. You are the 
creator. As an actor, you need to learn to be a 
piece of an ensemble.”

Alpana Singh preaches affordable, de-mystified 
wines at new restaurant The Boarding House

REDEYE 

It’s 10 a.m. Do you know where your somme- 
lier is? 

If she’s anything like Alpana Singh, she’s 
already cracked her first bottle—for work, of 
course. 

This summer, Singh has been busy tasting 
more than 1,000 wines to narrow her selec- 
tion for the 300 or so varieties she'll put on 
the menu at The Boarding House, a multi-lev- 
el restaurant she’s opening at 720 N. Wells St. 
in River North with her partners next month. 

“T’ve been doing wine tastings in the party 
room of my building,” said Singh, 35, who lives 


in the Gold Coast. “I’m sharing a room with a 
woman who works tutoring all these children 
... They'll be in the middle of a reading lesson 
while I’m sitting there with 30 bottles of wine 
and then the parents come in.” 

It’s a workload that can be a little hard to 
explain, especially if it’s been a red wine-heavy 
afternoon. Purple teeth just come with the 
job. 

“It’s terrible,” Singh said. “I actually keep a 
jar of baking soda on my vanity to get rid of 
stains.” 

One of the youngest certified Master Som- 
meliers when she passed the wine expert cre- 
dentialing exam in 2003, Singh has become 


known locally for her jobs as former wine and 
spirits director with Lettuce Entertain You 
Enterprises and current host of PBS show 
“Check, Please!” (Singh is also a former con- 
tributing columnist to RedEye.) 

In 2011, she left LEYE to open her own res- 
taurant—a spot she hopes will draw in both 
veteran wine lovers and vino virgins. But first, 
diners will have to get past the intimidation 
factor that sometimes comes with wine bars. 
She may have a fancy title, but Singh is any- 
thing but intimidating. 

“Any notion that you ‘don’t know anything 
about wine’—stop saying that,” said Singh, 
whose breezy personality is punctuated with 
big, room-stopping laughs. “Just, stop. Never 
say it again.” 

People can easily describe how they like 
their coffee or which flavor of milkshake they 


want, yet they’re hesitant to tell a sommelier 
what they prefer to taste in their wine, afraid 
that their taste isn’t refined enough. 

“It’s the industry’s fault,” Singh said. “But 
there is a generation of sommeliers out there 
working to take the intimidation out of it.” 

Singh points to New York import Jason 
Wagner, a sommelier working with both Nell- 
cote and recently opened RM Champagne 
Salon, as part of that new generation. 

“Hats off to him,” Singh said. “I go in there 
and ... you see nightlife and stilettos and yet 
you see bottles of wine.” 

It’s that kind of attitude toward wine that 
Singh hopes she'll find at The Boarding House, 
especially in the first-floor lounge. The restau- 
rant space is spread over five levels, with the 
lounge serving as a more laid-back, light-bites 
environment countered by a more formal din- 


ing area on the building’s third floor. 

“You walk in [the first floor] and it’s mostly 
a bar—a big square bar so you can see and 
talk—and communal tables,” Singh said. 

Since she’s been selecting wines at the 
same time that they’ve been tasting food 
from the kitchen, Singh has been able to ask 
chef Christian Gosselin to tweak sauces and 
preparations until the wines and dishes are a 
perfect match. With the wine program, she 
hopes to focus on what’s hot right now in 
the wine industry while balancing the trends 
with classics. Real wine junkies will want to 
follow Singh —a huge Twitter and Instagram 
addict—at @alpanasingh for updates on 
by-the-glass offerings on older vintages that 
might not normally be accessible. 

“If we do get a three-liter or magnum of 
something special, I'll say, “Hey listen, I’m

pouring this right now, come in and try it. 
Singh said. 

With most 20-somethings in Chicago liv- 
ing without access to a wine cellar—or the 
money to stash away pricier bottles— Singh 
hopes these by-the-glass options will give 
younger folks a chance to expand their drink 
ing horizons. 

Above all, she hopes that no one will walk 
away from The Boarding House without find- 
ing a new favorite wine—no matter the price. 

“People need to stop thinking ‘Wow, I 
can only have a good wine if I spend $130’ ... 
That’s so not true,” Singh said. “Don’t look at 
the price and think that if you’re getting a $38 
bottle you’re missing out on an experience— 
no, I tried 1,000 wines. I put that bottle on 
there for a reason—because it’s good.”

ALPANA'SS TOP WINE TIPS 


Still need help hitting your wine stride? Check out Alpana’s tips for wine newbies: 


Stop drinking warm reds. “The biggest sin against wine is a warm red wine,” Singh 
said. At The Boarding House, reds will be served at 55 degrees. “Any red that’s 
been sitting in my home, it’s going to go into the fridge for about 15 minutes to 
bring it down in temperature,” Singh said. So those girls dunking ice cubes in their 
red wine? Not so crazy after all. 


Sauvignon blanc is like Zooey Deschanel. Singh has 

spent a lot of time doing wine seminars, and one 

tried-and-true way to help staff members re- 

member different varieties is to compare them 

to celebrities. “If | say cabernet is like George 
Clooney—classic, suave —they’ll get it,” Singh said. Pinot 
noir? Think Audrey Hepburn or Kate Middleton: refined, 
delicate and feminine. “Someone might accuse me of 
dumbing it down, but did you not understand what | just 
said?” Singh asks. “Well, then it’s incredibly smart.” 


It’s OK to.buy wine at 7-Eleven. If you’re ina 
pinch at a drugstore or gas station, always go 
for sauvignon blanc. “It’s really hard to screw it 
up,” said Singh, who’s been known to order it at 
a dive bar. 


The key to preventing hangovers is hydration. 
Like anyone will tell you, water always helps. 
Singh likes to down some extra vitamin B12 after 
a big night out. 


Better know a winemaker: Even if you're just 

having a glass, one of the best ways to get to 

know a wine is to hear the story behind it. “Ask 

about the story, the region or the winemaker... it 
really adds to the experience,” Singh said. “When | tell you 
about the human face ... the mom and dad and grandkids 
and family dog ... how can you not like the wine a little bit 
more?” Singh said.

Never go through immigration hungover. Singh has been known to choose 

her overseas airlines based on whether they have free wine service. But she'll 

refrain if she knows she'll be landing in the morning after a long flight. “The last 

thing you want to do is go through immigration hungover,” Singh said. “That is 
the worst feeling.” 


Don’t be ashamed of your Two-Buck Chuck. Singh 
suggests going to a restaurant or bar with a ba- 4 
sic idea of a white or red that you’ve really liked Ps 
in the past so the sommelier can give recom- 
mendations | 
based on your 
tastes.

Trader Joe's,” Singh said. “I’m very happy peo- 
ple found something they can afford to drink 
ona nightly basis—that means you’ve found 
something you enjoy.” 
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If you’re-ever invited to Alpana’s 

apartment, don't panic. “People get 

really nervous about bringing wine 

over to our house for a dinner party,” 

Singh said. “A gift is a gift—now | just 
tell them to bring whiskey. They always feel 
relieved.”
